NEW YORK — Michael 
Cohen, President Donald 
Trump’s former fixer, 
made the extraordi- 
nary admission in court 
Tuesday that he had 
arranged payments to two 
women at Trump’s behest 
to secure their silence 
about affairs they said 
they had with him. 

Cohen acknowledged 
the illegal payments 
while pleading guilty 
to breaking campaign- 
finance laws and other 
crimes. He told a judge 
in U.S. District Court 
in Manhattan that the 
payments to the women 
were “at the direction of 
the candidate” and “for 
the principal purpose of 
influencing the election” 
for president in 2016. 

Cohen, 51, also pleaded 
guilty to multiple counts 
of tax evasion and bank
